As they crossed 
the ravine it was noticed that the Fulah 
scouts were watching.

cordingly formed in a half square, the 
gnns following.

REMOVING STAINS. 


Several Prescriptions Which Are Certain- 


ly Worth Trying. 


Varnish or paint stains should first 


>e covered with butter or s«cetoil,and 
len rubbed ^\ith turpentine. If it is 
n old stain, the turpentine may be re- 
laced by chloroform, which must, of 
ourse, be used with great precaution, 
ruit stains vt ill generally yield iJ you 
ub according to the grain of the mate- 
lal, with a little salt anil water. Sher- 
y will take out claret, stains, if they 
re rubbed gently. Blood stains should 
be soaked nith petroleum, and then 
washed in warm \\ ator. It is snid that 


0 stain will resist the follow ingrecipe: 
Put into a large bottle two quarts of 
lean spring water, add a piece of white 
mber the si?e of a walnut, a piece of 
otash as big as a hazel nut, and two 
onions cut into slices. Let it stand 24 
lours, then strain and keep it in well- 
orked bottles. Damp the stein with 
his preparation and rub the place with 
resh water directly afterward. 
Finally, try this prescription for tak- 
ng stains out of silk or cloth: Pound 
ome French chalk until very fine, and 
mix it with warm water to the thickness 
of mustard. Put it on the spots, rub it 
ightly with your finger, or the palm 
3f your hand, then put a sheet of blot- 
ing paper or brown paper over the 
pots and press firmly with a warm iron.

It was estimated 
that the last greatfamiue in India (1S77- 
78) swept off 5,000,000 human beings. 
The great calamity of lS%-97 may 
claim as many. Not until January 4 
did the British government volunteer 
an. official announcement of the exist- 
ence of the famine, thus preventing- the 
taking up, of contributions in. foreign 
lands and'materially adding: k> the hor- 
rors of the situation in the blighted 
districts! Belief funds are now being 
raised all over the world and the British 
government is doing- heroic work to al- 
leviate the sufferings of the natives. 
But the appearance of the bubonic 
plague stniong the vast multitude of un- 
fortunates threatens -to increase tlie al- 
ready fearful death rate, to say nothing 
of the ever-present danger tNat the ter- 
rible disease may be carried to Europe 
or America. 
The plague first manifest- 


ed itself at Bombay and at. once led to 
rioting and a wholesale exodus of the 
European and well-to-do native popu- 
lation. Over night business 
became 


paralyzed, and in the space of 48 hours 
the plague was cnnried to Karachi, Poo- 
na and Bandra, where the migrating 
hosts sought refuge.

THE FAMINE IX IXDIA—ALMOST AS THIN AS HIS SHADOW. 


Key West, Fla., Feb. 18.—Major Luis 


Lorau captured a Spanish convoy train 
near Artemisa, province of Pinar del Bio, 
Monday,[and fifty prisoners. He did it 
all without^the loss of a man, one Cuban 
being slightly injured. Hearing that the 
trainjwas onfthe way, be mined the road- 
bed and, as the. [train came up, exploded 
the mine, blowing up the engine and the 
armored car and three other passenger 
cars. Aajthe wrecked train rolled down 
the embankment his troops poured in a 
Dot fire and the affrighted Spanishleoldiers 
immediately hung out the white flag. 
Sixteen were killed in the wreck, includ- 
ing the engineer and fireman and two 
Spanish 
officers. 
The Spanish troops 


were so demoralized that they did not 
fire a dozenjshots at the Cubans. 


Among the prisoners was the notorious 


guerrilla captain, Mazretto, who is ac- 
cused of murdering more than 100 pacifl- 
cos in that province. As soon as Lorau's 
men saw him they seized him, and, do 
spite their officer's command, literally

Like other epidemics, the bubonic 
plague thrives on filth, and is hard to 
control in communities where no at- 
tention is paid to sanitation. A peculiar 
feature is that the germs of 1he disease 
are transmitted by rats, ants and other

Vast building, canal and irrigation en- 
:erprisey, v\ hich give employment to 
1,5UO,000 persons, have been inaugurated 
j,nd will be prosecuted to completion- 
The wages p. lid are, of course, ridic- 
ulously low, but sufficient to keep the 
men employed and their immediate fam- 
ilies from starving, thus indirectly sav- 
ing thousands of lives. Moreover, the 
irrigation plants in processof construc- 
tion will contribute largely toward rob- 
bing dry seasons of their terror and in- 
suring fairly rerounexativeuheat crops. 
In the south of India drainage chan- 
nels are to be built, to minimize the 
dangers now resulting from profuse 
rain falls. 


The beneficient results of these pub- 


lic works will, however, not be felt for 
some time to come. In the meantime 
the starving millions of human beings 
many of whom are intelligent and 
scholarly, are dependent on the charitj 
of their fellowmeB. Contributions are 
pouring into India f rom'every civilizec 
country, the most Jifeeral offerings com 
ing f rom private^Turces in Russia. The 
latter fact has aroused some politica 
antagonism .in Great Britain althougl

precautions to keep the plague confines 
to Asia. Vessels arriving from Bombaj 
and other Indian ports are overhaule 
with commendable care and disurfectec 
and should the epidemic continue t< 
spread in India stringent quarantin 
regulations will be enforced.
